Purpose of This Directory 


The Santa Clara County Office of Planning receives many inquiries requesting 
data concerning current conditions and trends in Santa Clara County -- 
sometimes more requests than we can respond to promptly. This Data Source 
Directory is intended to aid individuals, agencies, organizations, and 
businesses obtain data they need concerning Santa Clara County. 


Organization of Information 


Data sources in this directory are grouped under broad subject categories 
which are listed in alphabetical order -- from "Agriculture" to 
"Transportation". Within each section are listed the primary data sources for 
data about that subject. 


Included under each data listing is information concerning: 1. The geographic 
area for which data is reported (e.g. countywide, city-by-city, Census tract, 
etc.); 2. The agency, organization, or business responsible for generating or 
compiling the data, and; 3. The frequency of publication (i.e. how often the 
data is published). Some titles used are the formal titles of particular 
publications, others are general descriptions of the data available. 


Availability of Data 


The availability of data cited varies. Some is available on a subscription 
basis; some is free upon request; some can be used only as reference 
information at the source location. The adresses and phone numbers of the 
agencies, Organizations, or businesses from whom the data is available are 
listed in the "Source Addresses and Phone Numbers" section at the back of this 
publication.
